REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As stated on pages 17-18 of Applicant's response dated 6/2/2008, Claims 1, 2, 6- 
8, 10-12, 15-18, 26-42 and 44-52 define over the prior art rejections of record because 
both the references of McCormick and Williamson require the cell or tissue sample to be 
immobilized on a filter using an insert, gel material or adhesive while the instantly 
claimed combination of method steps preclude immobilization of the cell sample prior to 
the flow of processing reagents. 

As argued on page 19 of Applicant's response dated 6/2/2008, Claims 53, 55-57, 
60-79, 81-84 and 86-94 define over the prior art rejections of record because none of the 
references of McCormick, Williamson and Louder teach or fairly suggest the claimed 
combination of method steps including the use of a conductive filter support and heating 
the embedding solution through the thermally conductive filter support.
